The above amount is not too large and may 


be reduced in various ways. The counties 
may not all pay tip promptly, and the amount 
due from the same will not be available to 
pny pressing demands against the State. The 
amount due from the canal receiver, and the 
amount to be realized from the sale of the in- 
terest of the State in the Milwaukee and 
Ilouk Itivcr canal have not been noticed in 
tho estimates of revenue, for the reason that 
the amount to be realized from these sources, 
and the tirnc when it will be received are too 
uncertain. To make the amount due on ca- 
nal land mortgages available, it will be neces- 
sury to give authority to the State officers to 
sell these mortgages, remitting the interest 
due thereon. 
Tt will l>e more profitable for 


the State to dispose of these mortgages by 
such sale, than to order a foreclosure of the 
same. 


It will be perceived from the above data 


and estimates, that the revenue of the State 
for the current year will fall short of the esti- 
mated liabilities about $0000, and it is ex- 
pected that the State Treasury would be 
empty about August or September, and jus} 
demands against the State would have to be 
left unpaid for the time and until the State 
Tax for 1851 will be collected, unless further 
provision is made to replenish the treasury. 
Your committee think it all-important that the 
well-established credit of the State should be 
maintained, and therefore recommend a tem- 
porary loan, to be repaid out of the first mon- 
eys to be realized from the State tax for 1851. 
The constitution prescribes that any law au- 
thorizing nny debt shall distinctly specify the 
purpose or purposes for which the debt is 
to be contracted. 


Your committee recommend that the Gov- 


ernor be authorized to borrow from the School 
Fund a sum or sums not exceeding in the ag- 
gregate ten thousand dollars, to bo applied to 
the erection of a State Prison and of build- 
ings for the Wisconsin Institute of the Blind. 
This sum will not be borrowed from the school 
fund except at such times when needed for 
such purposes, and it is believed that the state 
will be able to pay the principal after an av- 
erage time of from four to five months, nnd 
the interest on the same would not exceed 
8250. 


It is certainly preferable that the State 


should pay such an amount of interest, than 
that her credit should be permitted to run 
down. 


To carry out the objects recommended, a 


bill rviid resolution is herewith reported.

fully satisfied that mj view is correct. It is a 
question of constitutional power, upon which 
strong arguments may be adduced both for 
and against its existence; but the time allot- 
ted to the executive, is too limited for an ex- 
amination and discussion of it here. A* this 
bill proposes a highly important change in the 
judicial policy of the state, it is sufficient for 
me to withhold my approval, that a reasona- 
ble doubt exists as to its constitutionality. 


Again, the right to legislate Judicial Offi- 


cers out of their offices, unless expressly gran- 
ted by the Constitution, was not vested m the 
Legislature; but on the contrary, that instru- 
ment intended to place the tenure, when 
once fixed, of the Judicial Officers of the 
State, beyond the reach of legislation. 


These two constitutional questions are pres- 


ented against the passage of this bill, and, in 
the event of its becoming a law, should it be 
hereafter Judicially determined, by the supe- 
rior tribunals, to contravene the fundamental 
law, 
that portion of our Judicial proceedings 


connected with probate matters, would be 
placed in great confusion and productive of 
endless litigation. Such a state of things is to 
be deprecated, and should be avoided, and I 
maintain that the organization of our Judicial 
tribunals should be brought within the clear 
purview of the constitution, beyond a cavil or 
doubt. 


The apparent object of this bill is to trans- 


fer the common law jurisdiction of the county 
to the Circuit Court. This object could be 
accomplished without a constitutional doubt, 
by the passage of a law to that eft'ect, leaving 
the county court, in other respects, as now or- 
ganized. If I am correct as to the objects of 
this bill, that course is recommended to be 
pursued. 


For the reasons stated, I object to the pas- 


sage of this bill into a law.

Madison, March 5, 1831. 


'1 4i the Assembly : 


I return, without my approval, a bill enti- 
id " An act to repeal' chiipter eijrhty-six, 


title twenty-two, pnrt third of the Revised 
Statutes," to the Assembly, in which it origi- 
nated. 


Tho constitution vests the judicial power of 


the State in a Supreme Court, Circuit Courts, 
courts* of Probate, and Justices of the Pence, 
and such municipal and inferior courts, as the 
legislature may establish with prescribed juris- 
diction. 


It is also provided I bv that instrument in the 


fourteenth nectton of tit* MVenth article, "that 
the legislature shall have nower to abolish the 
office of judge of Probate in any county, and 
confer probate powers upon such infeiior 
courts a* may be established in said county. 


In pursuance of this power to create infe- 


rior courts, and- abolish the office of judge of 
probate, the legislature did, at its seasicm in 
1849, by the chapter of the Revised Statutes 
ropoMd tu be repealed by the bill under
